The man, thought to be a 


West Virginian of about 32 years of 
age, was shot 
through 
the 
right 


breast and had a long cut from the 
point of the right chin to the back: 
of the neck, which, nearly decapi- 
tated the body. 


The body was taken to. the morgua 


and the police have no other clue 
;han that a man was seen to change 
lis clothing at 3:30 in the morning 
close to the scene of the murder. He 
left behind a pair of trousers and a 
shirt which were taken in charge 
by the police. 


The road where the body was found 
shows signs of a struggle 
and 
it 


seems likely that sometime shortly

On the voyage Sir Cecil Spring-Rice 


sat at tbe captain's table and made 
himself popular with the Americans on 
board, which included 130 Clark tour- 
ists from tbe Egyptian cruise of the 
I/acooia. 
In making the customary 


speech on behalf of the seamen's char- 
ities as chairman the ambassador said 
he occupied the same place as a bride- 
groom at a wedding—inconspicuous, 
but necessary. 


When asked if he had anything 


to communicate regarding European 
events Sir Cecil said, with a smile, tbat 
diplomats abroad in the service of 
their respective governments were not 
permitted to express their opinions. 


"I know very little of American at 


fairs," said he, "as I have been out of 
touch for so long. It will probably be 
some time before T am familiar with all 
the details of my new post." 


The new ambassador to the United 


States is of medium height and me- 
dium build, with a good head and fore- 
head, deep bet blue eyes and a grizzled, 
gray Vandyke beard, giving a business 
air to a keen intellectual face. 


He is not of the physical type of the 


big, imposing, ruddy faced diplomat, 
picturing magnificent audacity, but his 
looks betoken rather methods of great 
affability, powers of analysis and the 
nbility to use tbe lancet instead of tbe 
big stick. 


Sir Cecil is most approachable and 


democratic. 
He was a popular passen- 


ger and a good mixer on the Carmania. 
His manner is so easy and he is so re- 
sponsive that his questioners forgive 
him when he talks and yet says noth- 
ing. 


The ambassador is Irish by descent 


He is the grandson of Lord Monteagle 
of the second creation. His father was 
the Hon. Charles Spring-Rice, and in 
1904 
Sir Cecil married Florence, the 


daughter of Sir Frank Lascelles, who 
was his chief In the embassy at Ber- 
lin, when in February, 1905, Sir Frank 
sent him hurriedly to Txindon to con- 
fer with Lord Lansdowne and King 
Edward. 


After the conference he made a hur- 


ried trip to this country, called with 
Sir Mortimer Durand, the British am- 
bassador at Washington, upon Presi- 
dent Roosevelt at midnight of a Sun- 
day and set on foot the process of 
mediating between Russia and Japan. 
In eight days Sir Cecil was back in 
London. 


Ambassador Spring-Rice wns born In 


1839 and educated at Eton and Baliol, 
Oxford. He was clerk in the war of- 
fice and the foreign office, assistant 
secretary 
to Karl 
Granville precis 


writer to EnrI Rosebery, secretary of 
legation at Brusssels.

8.— [Special.] — 


Distribution of the federal offices will 
always be a bone of contention be- 
tween the parties. Why? The dividing 
up of a few places in the house and 
the senate causes a lot of friction and 
fine manipulation before it can be ac- 
complished with any satisfaction. Just 
now the pressure for places is so great 
that the Democrats are making every 
possible effort to create vacancies in 
the civil service -which may be filled 
by their partisans, and they find the 
Republicans blocking their way at ev- 
ery step. 


Not only have the consular places 


been practically all taken and in a fair 
way to be held by the Republicans, 
but it is found that most of the civil 
service places are held by men of the 
same party. Naturally this has created 
a great deal of surprise among Demo- 
crats, and they are charging unjust 
methods and discrimination. 


How It Happened. 


Civil service was established under 


the Arthur administration. 
For years 


previous to that time the Republicans 
had been in power, and the offices were 
filled with persons of that party. 
Cleveland rather rigidly enforced the 
civil service rules when president. 


Most of the Cleveland Democrats 


turned Republican in 189C, and many 
held their places. Then there were six- 
teen years of Republican control, and 
naturally most of the appointees, both 
in and out of the civil service, were 
Republicans. 
Beyond question there 


ia a method of "working" the civil 
service appointments so as to pet ap- 
pointees where the heads of the de- 
partments want thorn. And the Dem- 
ocrats come into power and find the 
offices filled by Republicans and for 
the most part nailed down under the 
civil service system. 


Tariff Commissions. 


"In my judgment." said Speaker

leader in the house in favor of a tar- 
iff commission."

WHAT IS HONEST 


SERVICE? 


In the course of a discourse on th 


above subject delivered in one of th 
largest churches 
of 
this city the 


speaker contended that it used to hi 
considered in this free land that iniy 
service was honorable as long as 1 
was right and honest, and he main 
tained that the same holds good now 
But the women seem to think dif 
ferently. 
They seem to think thai 


a situation in a factory or store is 
above that of housework in a dec-en 
.family. The speaker contended tha 
this 'Was a false position, and pointed 
out that whereas a young woman in 
a good family had to work only for 
the members of that family, the store 
girl had to be servant of 
everyone 


who came to the counter. 
She also 


had to work longer hours and had 
to stand most of the time and to be 
as prompt as the time clock, or run 
the risk of being docked or at least 
called down for her tardiness, where- 
as the house 
girl had 
only a few 


hours to work and was practically 
her own boss most of the time and 
could 
rest and 
enjoy herself for 


hours during the day while her sis- 
ter in the store was under the eye 
of her master. 
Moreover the pay of 


the house girl as a rule was far bet- 
ter than most of the others. A girl 
drawing five dollars 
a week could 


hardly nav her board and supply her- 
self -with clothes, while 
the house 


girl has her board and often of a 
much better quality than the other 
one gets either at home 
or in the 


restaurants and therefore can save 
at least two-thirds more of her wages 
than the other. 
Or, take the girl 


who gets only from three to four a 
week. What can she save if she has 
board to pay? The house girl with 
the same pay gets not only her board 
and- lodging, but has many opportun- 
ities to get valuable presents from 
a kind and generous housewife or 
mother W'ho appreciates her services. 
The pay of most of our shop 
and 


store girls is not sufficient to pay for 
their board and lodging in a decent 
boarding house, much less to supply 
them with clothes. In fact, it is cer- 
tain that hardly a fraction 
of our 


store girls get enough wages to en- 
able them to put anything aside for 
old age or other necessity. 
On the 


contrary, the majority of house girls 
can and do save at least two-thirds 
of their pay and a real good one can 
save as much as most high salaried 
men. 
What we -aeed 
is common 


sense to judge this matter. There is 
a need of 
good 
housekeepers and 


they can demand salaries together 
with their board and 
lodging that 


•will at. least double the best paid to 
the average most competent clerks 
Twenty-five dollars 
a 
month 
is 


above the average salaries of clerks 
and bookkeepers among the women, 
and twenty and often thirty can be 
jrotten by competent cooks, while the 
middling good can get at least three 
dollars a week. 
The object of this communication 


is to defend the housekeeper against 
the charge that her position is not as 
respectable as that of the others and 
to show the foolishness of those who 
spend at least from twelve to four- 
teen years of their lives preparing 
for positions that i>ay so little and 
cost so much time and labor. 
We 


see girls after they have graduated 
from the high school going to busi- 
ness 
colleges, 
because 
our 
high 


schools refuse to give them a busi- 
ness training during the first years 
following the eighth grade, and pay- 
ing a hundred dollar's for this, as well 
as having their poor parents feed, 
house and clothe them all the time. 
How is it better for child or parent 
to have girls in a store or factory 
than in a decent family where their 
morals are secure? 
What we need to fully grasp this 


subject is a little common sense and 
a few grains of humility.

Army engineers who recently visited the 
flooded district in this state, it is apparent to 
the citizens of the flooded comniunities that 
the remedy suggested by these men- is not 
satisfactory.

they can make a report to Congress as to what 
should be done in that matter of improving the 
rivers.

The army engineers exist only in an advisory 
capacity, and the best they can do is to make 
recommendations. That is all well enough as 
far as it goes, and it is not likely that Congress 
ever will act until an engineers' board, either of 
the army or privately commissioned, has made 
a survey and report; but at the same time the 
people out here are not willing to wait two 
years for a start to be made. By that time the 
flood will have passed into history and, except 
in the minds of those who lost their loved ones, 
will be only a vague memory. Public opinion 
in favor of river improvement will have died 


down, and the people of the state as well as 
their representatives in Congress will be think- 
ing of other things, unless, as it may happen, 
another flood comes along to «piind them of 
the river's treachery.
